The undersigned, Mr. Susumu Terada, hereby declare: 



1 . I am a representative of Honda Motor Co. Ltd. ("Applicant") for the subject 
matter of Japanese Patent Application No. 2003-094171, filed on March 31, 2003 in the 
Japanese Patent Office, entitled "Image Transmission System for a Mobile Robot," and 
subsequently filed as U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/814,343 ("present 
application"), filed on April 1, 2004. 



2. I am a citizen of Japan and an employee of the Japanese patent firm of 
Oshima & Narushima, IP Building 2-20 Kanda-Jimbocho, Chiyoda-ku, Tokyo 101-0051, 
Japan. 

3 . A certified copy of Japanese Patent Application No. 2003-094 1 7 1 was filed 
in the United States Patent and Trademark Office along with relevant documents of U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 10/814,343 ("present application"), on April 1, 2004. 

4. As certified and declared in the Declaration filed along with the subject 
matter of the present application filed on April 1, 2004 and as also shown in the 
corresponding English translation, the subject matter of the present application 
corresponds to the subject matter described in Japanese patent application No. 2003- 
094171 filed on March 31, 2003 in Japan, a WTO member country. 

5. The Applicant had the intent to file the U.S. Patent application and claim 
priority rights under the Paris Convention under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(a) as evidence by a first 
order letter to Oshima & Narushima of January 8, 2004. The first order letter requested 
the filing of a U.S. Paris Convention application corresponding to the subject matter 
described in Japanese Patent Application No. 2003-094171. A copy of the first order 
letter attached hereto. 

6. On March 4, 2004, a second order letter was sent from Oshima & 
Narushima to the law firm of Squire, Sanders & Dempsey LLP (SSD) on behalf of the 
Applicant instructing SSD to prepare and file the application in the United States 
claiming the benefits of the Japanese priority date. This letter, however, was in a package 
with other papers addressed to SSD, and they did not find the letter until April 1, 2004. 



The application was then immediately filed at the at the USPTO on April 1, 2004. A 
copy of the second order letter is attached hereto. 

7. U.S. Publication No. 2004/0028260 to Higaki et al. ("Higaki") was filed 
August 7, 2003 and published February 12, 2004 and is, therefore, not available prior art 
as to any aspects of U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/814,343. Higaki's filing date 
and publication date are after the filing date of Japanese Patent Application No. 2003- 
094171 which relate to the subject matter of the present application, U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 10/814,343. Therefore, the filing of Japanese Patent Application 
No. 2003-094171 corresponding to the present application establish conception of the 
invention prior to the effective date of Higaki coupled with diligence from prior the 
effective date of Higaki until the filing date (constructive reduction to practice) of U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 10/814,343. 

8. The filing of the application in Japan, the order letter from the Applicant 
requesting that a U.S. Paris Convention application be filed based on the description 
provided in the Japanese application, and the actual filing of the application at the 
USPTO effectively show that the Applicant intended to claim the benefit of earlier filing 
date under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(a) are per se evidence of diligence. 



9. That all statements made herein are believed to be true and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that willful, false statements and the like 
so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 
of the United States Code, and that such willful, false statements may jeopardize the 
validity of this patent application, or any patent issuing thereon. 
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
